The roof 
and the sidewalls are joined in the 
same way. 


Oue outstanding advantage in this 


method is that houses can he built by 
almost unskilled laborers, as most of 
the cast concrete blocks are made to 
fat exactly where they belong before 
being erected. 


Another feature is the easy way a 


damaged building can be repaired, the 
defective block only being replaced by 
a new one. Wall paper and paint are 
easily applied. 
The blocks are not 


solid, but are provided with a four- 
inch air and insulating hole. 


The inventor came over to this coun-

The roof 
and the sidewalls are joined In the 
same way. 


Oue outstanding advantage in this 


method is that houses can be built by 
almost unskilled laborers, as most of 
the cast concrete blocks are made to 
fit exactly where they belong before 
being erected. 


Another feature is the easy way a 


damaged building can be repaired, the 
defective block only being replaced by 
a new one. Wall paper and paint are 
easily applied.

No camouflage of bluff and bluster can 
conceal the-true situation from anyone 
who comes within the limits of the 
community. A dead town is dead and 
that's all there is to it. 


The worst of It Is that once a town 


dies It stays dead. There have been 
exceptional cases in which dead towns 
have been revived, have taken on new 
life and prospered, but these are mere- 
ly the exceptions that prove the rule. 


The fact that a town can seldom, 


"come back" is easily explained. The 
growing and prosperous town today 
is the one that can attract new resi- 
dents and new capital. It is one that 
can offer attractive inducements for 
the location of new industries. 
The 


dead town offers no attraction to out- 
side capital. A man looking for a 
place to launch a new business or a 
new location for an old industry, Is 
not gcing to pick out a dead town. 
He is going to select a town in which 
money is plentiful, a town whose busi- 
ness men are progressive and whose 
residents, as a whole, axe prosperous 
and contented. There are too many 
live and thriving towns in the world 
for a man to risk his future in one 
that Is dead. This is the reason that 
a town, once dead, almost always re* 
mains dead. 


Town Like Corporation. 


There is just one thing, ordinarily, 


that kills a town in the first place and 
that is a lack of money. A town is 
just like a corporation and the money 
possessed by its inhabitants is Us cap- 
ital. 
If this capital is depleted the 


town will fall Just as the corporation, 
whose capital is depleted through poor 
management or other causes, fails. 
And just as the corporation which has 
once failed can seldom retrieve its lost 
fortunes, the town which has failed 
cannot often "come back." 


The capital of a community. Is de- 


pleted when its money Is spent away 
from home in n way thut brings no 
return benefit to the community. It 
takes no great amount of thought to 
be able to realize that the town, like 
the individual, cannot last long if It 
Is payiug out more money than it 
takes in. That does no? mean that n 
prosperous town Is one in which the 
people do not spend uny money. On 
the contrary, a prosperous town Is 
one in which the people do spend mon- 
ey but it is one in which they spend 
the money at home. As long as the 
money is spent at home, the town 
gains by having it kept In circulation, 
hut when It is spent away from home, 
either by being sent to the mull order 
houses or by shopping trips to other 
cities, the town's capital is Impaired 
to that extent and if enough money is 
spent away from home in that way, 
the town collapses and virtually goes 
Into bankruptcy just as does the cor- 
poration which dissipates its capital. 


The people of a community are apt 


to overlook the fact that they are 
stockholders In their town and that 
their fortunes are bound up with those 
of the community as a whole. They 
do not realize that if their town fails 
they will fail with it. They—or many 
of them at lea^t—send their money 
away to the mail order houses In the 
great cities, without realizing that they 
are impairing the capital of their own 
corporation and that if enough of them 
pursue that course they will force their 


I corporation into certain bankruptcy. 


I 
Merchant* Not Only Ones Hurt 
Many 
customers

houses say that they are under no 
obligation to trade with their home 
merchants and this may be true. They 
overlook that fact that the business 
men of a town do nuch for their com* 
munity and are entitled, in return for 
what they do, to the support of the 
people in the community, but leaving 
this out of consideration, they over- 
look the fact that they are bringing 
about their own downfall when they 
drain thele* town of Its . .,mey—Its 
capital. 


The home merchant will not be the 


only one that will be hurt when the 
town "goes broke." 
The merchant 


can reduce his stock and cut down his 
expenses and get along some way or 
he can sell oat and move to some oth- 
er town which has not been so blind 
to its own welfare. It la the great 
body of the people of the community 
including all those who have sent their 
! money away to other cities Instead ol 
j spending It at home, that suffers most 
iwhen the hard times come. 
! The time for all the people to pull 
together for a live town is while th« 
'town is still live and not after it if 
dead, for when a town dies it is a 


i long time dead—If not forever.

Aid of America for the Rehabilitation of Europe 


Depends Upon This 


By HERBERT C. HOOVER. Scorotary of Cominprce. 
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"Whollior the United Statos conspnts or declines 
to pnrticipate in the internntional economic cnnfercncc 
at Genoa, American aid for the rehabilitation of Eu- 
rope will depend upon Europe meeting these condi- 
tions : 


Deflation and balancing of budgets. 
Adjustment of German reparations within 
the 
i>ower of Germany to pay. 


Reduction of armies, the expense of which is 
largely responsible for European inflation. 


A review of Europe's situation—the weak, dis- 
turbed and unstable etorm center in 
international 
trade and finance—draws us to the jnevitable conclusion that there can be 
no stabilization of exchange upon any footing until there is a cessation of 
inflation in the principal continental stales. 
Inflation is the result of un- 
balanced budgets, which themP(»lves are the result of the necessary ex- 
penditures upon reconstruction, the unsettled situation of Gennan repara- 
ti(i ns, th(' maintenance of land armaments, and increasing debts. 


The disturbing forces are indeed predominately European, and while 
Europe has made great progress in agricultural, industrial, social and 
political stability since the M-ar, the fiscal situation continues to disrupt 
exchange with great severity. 


The German government is not meeting its reparation obligations by 
taxation; while other countries are unable to mobolize enough taxable re- 
tources to cover their expenditures for reconstruction, for^military forces 
and other purposes. 
There can be no hope of stability in the world's ex- 
change until, in the first place, German reparation payments have been 
put upon a basis not only securing a definit-e flo\v of economic strength into 
the just task of rehabilitating the devastated countries but also calculated 
to be "wnthin the practical power of the German people to pay. 


Furthermore, it is necessary for economic stability that land arma- 
ment on the continent of Europe should be reduced. 


The situation in Russia and eastern Europe has also a bearing upon 
the problem. The total extinction of economic productivity in Russia from 
an export and import point of view seriously deranges the economy of 
western Europe. 
The slaw healing of the economic disruption due to the 
creation of new states cannot be ignored. 


Beyond this, again, there arises the question of domestic debt in some 
of the states of Europe. 
The increasing volume of these domestic debts 
under the pressure of unbalanced budgets makep more and more uncertain 
the point at which stability of values can be exix^cted. 


The situation in the T'nited .States is unfortunate in that the high 
premium on American excliange attracts to tliis country the gold flow of 
the world, 
"We are today overstcA?ked with gold beyond our currency needs. 


The United States feels it to be to its own interest that this gold 
should be utilized in foreign channels, and also that it be redistributed.

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Whether the United States consents or declines 


to participate in the international economic conference 
at (icnoa, American aid for the rehabilitation of Ku- 
rope will depend upon Europe meeting these condi- 
tions : 


Deflation and balancing of budgets. 
Adjustment of German reparations within the 


power of Germany to pay. 


Reduction of armies, the expense of which 
IK 


largely responsible for European inflation. 


A review of Europe's situation—the weak, dis- 


turbed and unstable storm center in international 


trade and finance—draws us to the inevitable conclusion that there can be 
no stabilization of exchange upon any footing until there is a cessation of 
inflation in the principal continental states. Inflation is the result of un- 
balanced budgets, which themselves are the result of the necei-sary ex- 
penditures upon reconstruction, the unsettled situation of German repara- 
tions, the maintenance of land armaments, and increasing debts. 


The d^t uiliing forces are indeed predominately European, and while 


Europe has made great progress in agricultural, industrial, social and 
political stability since the war, the fiscal situation continues to disrupt 
exchange \\ith great severity. 


The German government is not meeting its reparation obligations by 


taxation: while other countries are unable to mobolizc enough taxable re- 
cources to cover their expenditures for reconstruction, for,military forces 
and other purposes. There can be no hope of stability in the world's ex- 
change until, in the first place, German reparation payments have been 
put upon a basis not only securing a definite flow of economic strength into 
the just task of rehabilitating the devastated countries but also calculated 
to be within the practical power of the German people to pay. 


Furthermore, it is necessary for economic stability that land arma- 


ment on the continent of Europe should be reduced. 


The situation in Russia and eastern Europe has also a bearing upon 


the problem. The total extinction of economic productivity in Russia from 
an export and import point of view seriously deranges the economy of 
western Europe. The slow healing of the economic disruption due to the 
creation of new states cannot be ignored. 


Beyond this, again, there arises the question of domestic debt in some 


of the states of Europe. The increasing volume of these domestic debts 
under the pressure of unbalanced budgets mak"p more and more uncertain 
the point at which stability of value? can be expected. 


The situation in the United States is unfortunate in that the high 


premium on American exchange attracts in this country the gold flow of 
the world. We are today oversttvkcd with gold beyond our currcncv needs. 


The United States feels it to lie to its own interest that this gold 


should be utilized in foreign channels, and also that it be redistributed.
